4. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

5. The specification on page 5 states "The system software, schematically shown 
as 10 of Figure 1 , runs the entirety of the system may be known software, Firstly, 
this is not grammatically a proper sentence. Secondly, this sentence is misdescriptive, 
as the referenced figure has in the specification previously been discussed as showing 
and being directed to hardware components, and also subsequently discussed, even in 
the same paragraph, as showing system hardware. Thus Figure 1, and its referenced 
box 10 and its contents, is not software only. If applicant is attempting to describe the 
invention in the written specification and corresponding figures in a manner to represent 
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it as equivalently being purely software, such is misleading and deceptive, as pure 
software is not statutory subject matter per se. Correction is required. 
6. The drawings are objected to as being informal for reasons set forth by the Office 
Draftsperson on form PTO-948 and for not meeting the requirements under 37 CFR 
1.83 (a) and 1.84. 

Applicant is reminded that each and every claim element must be found in the 
drawings as required by 37 CFR 1.83(a), 1.84(h) & 0), and MPEP 608.02(d), and also 
the drawings and specification must describe, show and correspond for all components 
shown or discussed as required by 37 CFR 1 .84(p). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims, including not only claimed structure but 
also all method, algorithm and program related steps within some form of flowchart(s). 
For mathematical related algorithms see 37 CFR 1.84(d). If a lack of correspondence 
between the claims and figures is merely a matter of applicant using different language 
in the claims than that found in the figures, then the intended correlation, basis and 
support for their equivalence must be shown for where claim elements exist within the 
figures and written disclosure. Some minimal flowchart diagram is required in 
applications having method or algorithmic based inventions to depict the gist of method 
claims and their essential inventive features. Failure to comply may be deemed that 
claimed subject matter not shown and not supported in the figures does not constitute 
novel and patentable subject matter of inventive nature. 

Furthermore, the various depicted items must be referenced by reference 
numerals and corresponding numerals occur in the written description where the shown 
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subject matter is described in the written specification. All material items depicted in the 
figures must be referenced in the written specification, and vice-versa. The drawings 
are therefore objected to as following for such incompleteness. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show 
reference numerals for corresponding items described in the specification. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

7. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory.double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over 
claims 1 , 20 and 25 of U. S. Patent No. 6,862,528 since the claims, if allowed, would 
improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
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common subject matter, as follows: The instant application's claim 1 appears directed to 
the identical inventive subject matter and claimed features of corresponding claims 1, 
20 and 25 of the patent, but using different phrasing and claim drafting, and at some 
points possibly broader in scope such as in the use of language to "structure" in general 
as opposed to "artificial structure". 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See also MPEP § 804. 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
McGugin et al. (6,240,783 B1). 

1 1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) & (b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Bohannan et al. (4,956,999). 

12. The remaining prior art, including art already of record such as Orr et al. 
(5,835,386), are also deemed to fully anticipate the claimed invention as they all teach 
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monitoring in real time the conditions relating to a hydrological structure and analysis of 

that data to then generate and present to a remote system user a status or warning alert 

of one or more various conditions of the hydrological structure.
